Matches Must : Not Be Distri- 
‘buted with Cards 


The. general! distribution of adver. 
tising cards to which matches are at- 
tached, and also of samples of new 
matches, is to be stopped by order of J. 
Heaton, chief fire marshal of Ontario, 
as he considers it a dangerous practice, 

“We will notify distributors, and i 
that is not sufficient, proccedings will be 
taken under. the Fire “Mafshal's act,” 
said Mr. Yeaton.

COMMERCIALISM IN ATHLETICS 


By HENRY L. FARRELL, United Press Sports Editor. 

New York, Feb. 8—Taint of commercialism, the greatest evil 
of sports, is not confined to professional activities, Its influence and 
its bad effect are beginning to be felt in amateur athletics, 

Paul H. Henning, chairman of the registration committee of the 
central A.A.U, district and one of the most active supporters of ama- ~ 
teur athletics in the United States, recently suspended Joie Ray be- 
cause the famous little middle-distance runner had participated in 
an unsanctioned boxing tournament. : 

Big athletic clubs in New York which were planning to feature 
the appearance of Ray at their winter meets, protested, Henning 
was overruled.| Ray was reinstated and Henning resigned. ; 
, Henning declared it yas a question of gate receipts and that vi- 
Olation of the rules was not constdered. . 

NK e s ‘. 

Until the big clubs began to fall for the temptation of the 
“gete’, amateur track and field athletics under the jurisdiction of 
the A.A,U. were the best governed sport in the world. It is still an 
efficient organization. It has been criticized for autocratic measures 
at times, but strict discipline requires strict methods. 

The A.A.U. is still a wise and scrupulous supervisor of the ath- 
Jets, but it should apply the same zealous attention to the clubs. 

Ne give an example of the lines of distinction drawn between 
the athptes and the clubs, a recent incident is recalled. Several 
big clubs advertised and drew big crowds on the promise that many 
star athletes would compete. The stars failed to appear and the 
crowds naturally protested with yells of “the bunk.” ; 

Loren Murchison, Jack Scholz and Sol Butler, three prominent 
athletes, were summoned to appear before the registration committee 
and explain why they did not appear. It developed that none of 
them had signed an entry blank and that the club had used their 
names without their permission. 

Scholz claims that it is not the first time that he has been made 
the victim of such practices. t

lete, the A.A.U. ought to give some of the club officials a vacation.

The French troops had reached the 
outskirts of Essen on the morning of 
January ll. They halted while the 
correspondents pushed on to the cen- 
ter of the city to telegraph their news- 
papers.

Jeering, 
threatening, shouting insults at the 
French, ‘it: looked for a while as if 
there, might be>trouble.

$35 via Taxi Aircabs 


London, Feb. 12.—Fitted with two. 
hangars fand designed to carry 20 
ecroplanes which can be raised to the 
flying-off deck on electric lifts, the 
“Hermes,” of 10,950 tons, will shortly 
be put into commission for the Royal 
Navy. This is the first aircraft car- 
rier to be specially designed by the 
Admiralty, and has the unusual foa- 
ture of funnels, mast, and super- 
structure on the starboard side am- 
idship, instead of in the center, thus 
allowing plenty of flyin-off and alight- 
ing space. 

Another aircraft carrier just ready 
for use is the “Eagle” of 26,200 tons, 
which has been converted from a bat- 
tleship, originally laid down in 1913 
for Chili. 

The recent floods have so materially 
changed the aspect of the land in 
the vicinity of Amsterdam, that air- 
men on the route between that city 
and London have now to steer entire- 
ly by compass.

London, Feb. 13.—The British traw- 
ler Magneta, out of Hull, went fish- 
ing over a year ago in company with 
other ‘vessels off the Murmen coast, 
600 miles north of. Petrograd in the 
Arctic Ocean, She carried a crew of 
12 men. Early on the morning of Deg| 
cember 31, 1922, when’ nine. miles off 
shore, she wag-arrested by a Russian 
patrol vessel for fishing within terri- 
torial waters, The patrol took on 
board two of the Magneta’s crew as 
hostages, and sent.two of her own 
nen on board the trawler to act as an 
armed guard. The Magneta was com- 
pelled to hesd for the port o1 Murm- 
anak, but s violent stor marose and 
the “fisherman was wrecked on the 
beach and all on board were lost, 
Thegcupon the British Government 
protested to the Soviet autharities. 
{t advanced the argument that the 
loss of the Magneta was due to her 
arrest{ as offer vessels neap her, 
keeping to the open eca, rode out the 
storm successfully. The British pro- 
eats have been in. vain, and the Sov- 
‘et Government has refused any guar- 
antee that the incident would not be 
repeated, or to assume responsibility 
for it. The claim presented to Rus- 
tia amounts to $125,000. The unfort- 
unste widows and families of the 
English fishermen who were drown: 
1d are reduced to charity. 

Russia yeplies that only Russian 
vessels may fish within twelve miles 
rf the ‘coast, “Thig claim is contrary 
~ the general usage of the seas, and 
Sngland refuses to recognize it, The 
Zoviet Government’s argument in- 
zolves the closing of some three thou- 
sand miles of fishing grands which 
ire rarely fished by Russian vessels, 
ind used only by Norwegian and Eng- 
lish vessels. 

Now the British Government has 
sent an armed ship to the Murman 
coast to protect British trawlers. To 
reach this part of the Arctic Ocean 
the route is roughly 1,400 miles north 
from England, then around the North 
Capo to the castward, and 300 miles 
down to the fishing grounds.

there is evidence that the gate at the 
entrance to the 104 acres was lockal 
for a short period and that a gate 
waa Jocked at the further end: of the 
roadway where it enters Grimsthorpe. 
Beside that. there is evidence that 
the original owner put notices up that 
there was to be no trespass, and there 
have always been gates as I have men- 
tioded as an obstruction of a free use 
of the roadway, ami also the fact that 
the original “owner, Thomas Quinlan, 
forbade the right fo a crowd Of peo- 
ple from Foxboro to enter over this 
tfadway. For all- fhese reasons F 
cannot sce how ‘it can be held that 
there was ever any intention ta dalj- 
cate this romlway as a highway. 
Then counsel arguea that there was 
an easement: I do not sce how it can 
be held that there is a pure easeincnt, 
that -is, an easement appurtenant. 
This requires a dominant tenant, and 
whateyer rights. the defendant had 
liere to’ pass over this roadway, it is 
not' right whiciattached to his land, 
but a mere’ pereonal right.

There is only left the question of 
custom, That question is not raised 
in the pleadings, but if I thought it 
had weight the pleading might per- 
haps be-amended to cover it or it 
might perhaps enter into the question 
of costs. There can be no question 
but this roadway*has been used eince 
1886 for the purposes I have named 
by all the neighboring settlers desir- 
ing so to use it, and in some of the 
States to the south of us a custom of 
this kind has been held good as giv- 
ing rights to those living in the neigh- 
borhood regardless of when they move 
in’ and lost to them when they move 
out. This road is a very clearly de 
final wagon track, and it has, no 
doubt, and would continue to, afford 
a xery great convenience to the neigh- 
bors in getting to the niarkh lands fdr 
the purposes I‘ have mentioned, but 
eren ‘on, the question of custom I 
feel bound by the decision in Grand 
Hotel Cp.. ws.

Frrqronto, Feb. 15.—“If the Protest- 
int Church of Europe is to-sid in 
ithe “rehabilitation of ‘that continent 
ae must help them to do it—they are 
too’ weak tordo' it themselves. © The 
greatest gnission field of out churches 
today, next to our foreign and home 
missions, is the continent of Enrope.” 
Dr. James I. Good, of Philadelphia, 
apoke thus yesterday ina report niade 
to the conference of the! fees Pres- 
byterian: Alliance, now. session 
aere.. Mr, Good is secretary of the 
sommittee on Work in Europe. 

“The religious condition of _Europe 
is very much the, same as a year ago,” 
Dr. Good’s report goes on to say. 
‘There is the same.story of: need ev- 
erywhere. The necd. of money for 
shufch buildings is increasingly im- 
‘perative. This is true in France and 
Belgium, but especially so in: Bohem- 

i's. If they ere to be helped, our 
phurches must do it, And what is 
‘done must be done quickly. 
iS“Beveral new needs are. becoming 
Heomtnent. The first is the need of 
supporting their students for the min- 
istry. There is a lamentable dearth 
of ministers in those lands, except in 
Germany and Hungary proper. ‘Only 
Your ministers to 40,000 Lithuanians, 
only five ministere to 20,000 Polcs, 
‘Bohemia could “use 50 more ministers 
‘than she has. In Jugoskévia more 
than a-quarter of their congregations 
tre vacant, and there is danger of 
disintegration. Some of thoee charch- 
ts will die out unless they get more 
ninisters, Then, too, three of those 
European countrica have no theolog- 
ical schools for the education of their 
young candidetes.. They are Lithu- 
unis, Poland and Jugoslavaia. 

“So finally a plan has been evolv- 
xd by. your committee on Clothing for 
Surope. They sent an appeal to each 
of the theological serivaries of our 
family of churches in America, asking 
them to take at least one continental 
‘student, educate him, pay his nec- 

essary and travelling expenses, and 
send him back to work in those 
churches, Four of our. theological 
seminaries have already done this. 
Princeton has four,- Lancaster three, 
Centra} has'two, and Western of Pitts- 
burgh has one—ten fcrcign students 
in all. .Five more theological semin- 
aries are now ready “to take @ stu- 
dent: Louisville, Union Seminary. of 
Richmond, Columbis, “the United 
Presbyterian Seminary of Pittsburgh, 
and the Dutch’ Reformed of New 
Brunswick.” 

“Btill. another need is also emerg- 
ing—the need of theological books for 
the libraries of their theological uni- 
versitied. One of the theological 
professors of one of the oldest of the 
Hungarian universities, Saros-patck, 
sald to us last summer: ‘I have not 
bought a new book since before the 
war. How can-I prepare my lectures 
on dogmatics if I do not keep myself 
abreast with the times.’ Another 
bright young privatdocent in Buda- 
pest said to me: ‘Unless we get books 
for our. librarios, we ‘are in danger 
of cultural declension and intellectual 
starvation.’ Can not some, plan be 
devised to satisfy this tremendous 
book-hunger over there? 

“A third and last new feature of 
the present is that the ficld is en- 
larging, because Russia is just coming 
into the range of our vision, Last 
éummer we were told in Lithuania 
that there were 100,000 of our faith in 
Russia. We also learned that they 
did not have a single pastor, as all 
had left the country. We also learn- 
ed from the congregations in Moscow 
and. Odessa that they were starving 
and wanted food drafts,”

(By, ‘Associated Press) 


Cologne, Feb. 15.—The tremendous 
depreciation of the mark to a point 
little above the level of the Austrian 
crown and the Russian ruble, besidee 
creating a boom in the business of 
hand valises and. smal] saichels, has 
caused: several amusing incidents in 
banks and money brokers’ offices. 

It’ is a common sight in Cologne 
an? in-cities in-the Ruhr to see for- 
eigners,; Americans, British or French, 
emerge fromathe banks bearing huge 
packages of bills loosely Wrépped up 
in newspapefs. A. party. of French 
correspondents came to Cologne from 
Essen the other day to change some 
French paper money, They were all 
millionaires when they returned to the 
Ruhr in the evening.~ They haa 
changed one thousand franca each, 

A British soldier walked-up to the 
cashier's wicket and presented a 
check, drawn on a Londan bank. The 
check was duly accepted, endorsed 
and perfectly in order, The cashier 
gasped as he looked at it.

Ideals, Not SNacbers Will 
‘Pave Way for: Useful- ’ 
riess of Mission Schools - 


(By Canadian Press) 
Tordnto, Feb. 15.—Recognition of 
the Jaw of self-determination in all 
parts of the world and its egect on 
snissions, was oue of the prominent 


features of the Foreign Mission Re-| 


port submitted to the World Presby- 
terian Alliance today by Rev. Dr. 
James I Good of Philadelphia, Pa., 
chairman of the committee. 

“Certain landmarks register the 
srogresa of Missions,’ said the re- 
port. “Statistical returns tabulating 
snerease in staff, in contribations in 
enrollment of converts and enquirers, 
are ‘Jirect and apparent evidences. of 
success or failure. These, however, 
ire local and external, and less im-i 
pressive and far-reaching than. the 
aew mental attitudes that have been 
Jeveloping in recent years amongst 
Shristians and non-Christians alike. 
Amid many changes the law of self- 
determination occupies today the cen- 
tral place in national consciousness, 
It has had a controlling influence in 
the jleliberatiéng «of athe League: of 
Nations, The right of nations to 
choose their own political orgapiza- 
tion and national relationships has 
become a recognized principle, and 
has been in part, at least, reduced to 
practice in political administration. 
Theat Jaw has found its way into the 
religious and, ecclesiastical conscious- 
neas in mission fields, and is being 
increasingly recognized in mission ad- 
ministration.”” 

The report declares that the sphere 
of usefulness for Mission Schools in 
the future lies not in numbers, but in 
ideals, and gave directions as to how 
all available resources could best be 
expended to the highest advantage 
and spiritual welfare of thé people 
of non-Christian nations. 

Dealing with conditions in Russia, 
the report said: 

“More than half of the 100,000 of our 
brethren in Russia live along the Vol- 
ga River in southeastern Russia, 
where the famine is worst, And now 
another fact is beginning to loom up 
—that there is a great movement in 
European, Russia, cast and southeast 
of Moscow, reaching the Ural Moun- 
tains, where hundreds of thousands 
who have left the. Greek Church have 
formed themselves into congregations 
called Presbyterianski, because they 
have elders. If they need help, shall 
we refuse to help them? More than 
this, we cannot say at present; we 
must {wait for the developments of 
God's provisllence. But we ought to 
pray for them as they struggle to the 
light.” °

Creditor mm the W. E, Sanford 
Company, of Hamilton, held a meet- 
ing yeete: ay in the offices of Clark- 
son,, Gordda’-& ‘Dilwortli! “assignees: 
Toronto; whkn it was déciddd to close 
out thig old-éstablished -bnsiness. The 
meeting was attended by 250 eredit- 
ors G. T. Clarkson, the official trust- 
te, presided. 

It was decided to sell the materials 
on hand by auction. The real estate 
will be disposed of by tender, and the 
manufactured goods by private trea- 
ty, 1t was brought out that the fail- 
ure’ ofthe W. E. Sanford company 
was caused by heavy purchases dur- 
ing the war and later, and the subse- 
quent decliné in prices.’ The Santord 
business was the largest of its kind 
in the Dominion, having’ a capital 
stock of $1,000,000. The company was 
organized in ‘1887 with a capital of 
$300,000, and this wag increased to the 
larger dimensions in 1908. 

“A large number pf employes ‘held 
stock in -the, Sanford company. The 

organization, as beyn, known for ats 
generous: methods. in’ dealing with its 
employes, About 400 people have been 
employed .by the company until re- 
cently, and the payrool jias contain- 
ed as many as 600 names. 

The late WSE. Sanford bad an im- 
preseive mereaitile- ‘and- manufactur- 
ing career. Mra, Sanford is the larg- 
est ehareholder of the company, ac- 
cording to the latest returns, 

Assets to an cstimated value of 
$618,227.19 - and liabilities “of $776,- 
733.37, leaving a nominal deficit of 
$158,496.18, were shown in a state- 
ment ‘rubmiltted to the meeting. The 
liabilities were made up as follows: 
Direct, $€87,105.83; preferred, $11,-

Ottawa, Feb, 6—The temperance 
workers who were in attendance at the 
conference'on prohibition here were 
given an exposition of the’ present 
status of prohibition in the United 
States and the aims of its supporters for 
world-wide enforcement, by Dr. Ernest 
H. Cherrington general secretary of the 
World League Agaipst Alcoholism, ycs- 
terday. 

Dr. Cherrington said there was no 
short eft or royal road to the comple 
tion of temperance reform. If the pro- 
blem was ever solved it would be in the 
same way that all other problems are 
solved under western civilization: _ by 
the creation of sentiment, the organiza: 
tion of sentiment into public opinion, 
the crystallization of that opinion into 
law and the administration and enforce 
ment of the law when it was enacted. 

He declared there was no probability 
or possibility of the United Statcs 
modifying or abrogating the eighteenth 
amendment to its constitution. It 
would require a fayorable vote in) both 
houses of the Federal Congress of two- 
thirds, and it would require a majonty 
vote in the two houses of State Legisla- 
tures in 36 out of the 48 states to secure 
such a change, 

Dr. Cherrington ‘said the Province of 
Quebeo was importing ten times ‘a8 
much Scotch whisky as it did before 
prohibition’ was enacted in ‘America. 
All of that liquor was not being drunk 
in that province. There were - 1000 
cascs of liquor being smuggled into 
Detroit every 24 hours from the Cana- 
dian border cities,

_ STRANGE DISCOVERIES ABOUT BUBBLES 


In blowing soap bubbles it has been observed that 
{ust before the bubble bursts round dark spots appear 
upon it!” On looking closely it is seen that within their 

cirecumference other and still darker spots appear. New 

ton firstidirected attention to these. 

+ Prof. J. Perrin ‘has been studying tliese spots un- 
der a powerful microscope and has made some fascin- 
atingly interesting discoveries that are described fully 
in the Scientific American. Perrin's method was to make 
a film of, soap water over an iris aperture by which it 
could be’ stretched and to watch it under the micros- 
cope. He found that in using soap and water there were 
five spots, one within the other, the spot in the cenfre 
being the thipnest. He was able to measure the thick- 
ness of these films by a complex process. He found 
that the thinnest film’ was five millimicroms thick; in 
others words, it would take more than‘5,000,000 such 
films piled upon each other to make an inch. Prof. 
Perrin, also found that the successive dark circles are 
strata, the thickness of each stratum being an exact 
multiple of the thinnest. ‘Thesé strata he calls plages. 

Emulsions of gamboge, colophony and other sub- 
stances produce similar bubbles, and in some of these 
there are as many a9\40 plages, or layers, instead of the 
five produced by so: 

» Within the dark ‘circles a cloud of ‘minute shining 
droplets appears, mated by the Brownian movement 
that is characteristic of the particles of gases, and is 
familiar in the dance of dust motes in ‘sunbeam.’ These 
are droplets of water condensed upon the membrane. 
Their extreme vivacity proves that they are moving in 
the air but-on the membrane without any friction and 
without any possible displacement in the direction per- 
pendicular to the membrane, That is, the movement is 
in two dimensions only. ~ 

The elementary leaflct into which mica can be split 
is only one molecule in thickness, but the clementary 
film of soap’ water is much thicker than ‘a molccule, 
Prof. Perrin suggests that it may therefore be crystal- 
line in structure. 

By a series of very pretty experiments he proves 
that the surface film of a liquid is an almost infinitesim- 
ally thin layer. ' In thegase of soap water this as a lay- 
er of oleic acid with a thickness slightly Icess than two 
millimicroms, or from one twelfth-milliog to one fif- 
teenth-millionth of. an inch. 

An experiment of exquisite delicacy conducted by 
Mile. Delmon, professor of chemistry at Buenos Ayres, 
demonstrates that each plage of the solution is contain- 
ed between two layers of oleic acid, each layer formed of 
two layers of molecules and about two _ millimicroms 
thick. F

HOW. BREAD BEETLE MAKES YEAST 


Insects, which breed or grow yeast, mold fungi and 
bacteria in their very bodies and in which special or- 
gans are set aside just for this purpose are described 
in-an article on the “Adaptation Between Animals and 
Fungi,” which appeared in the German journal, Bund 
zur Foerderung der Pilzunde. 

‘The author calls particular attention to the remark- 
able symbiosis between the bread beetle and a form of 
yeast, which it produces in a large number of sacs, ats 
ranged in the form of-a rosette around the middle in- 
testine. The production of the yeast takes place in such 
a degree that the animal may certainly -be called a 
yeast factory of the smallest calibre. The sacs and like- 
wise two long tubular organs, arranged along the lower 
limbs of the ‘animal are filled fyll. of masses of yeast. 
The bread beetle, which is ‘about two-millimeters long, 
must produce, it is estimated, about 10,000,000 yeast 
cells at the very minimum. Each egg that the beetle 
emits from its body has a coating of yeast on its shell, 
which the young larva, eating through its shell, swal- 
lows up i@stime, whereas the larvate themselves become 
similarly infested with the ycast cells.

TURFENTINE AS ‘A CURE CURE FOR SNAKE BITE 


Spirits of turpentine - is used by the backwoodsmen }~ 
of South Carolina:as @ cure for snake bites. “A writer 
gives the following. acconnt: The use of turpentine was 
recommended to me many years ago by a backwoodsman 
—Nimrod—with whom I hunted a good deal in my youth. 
“My boy," he said, “never leave spirits of turpentine 
home ‘when you go hunting.” ~ 

It.so,happened that shortly afterward I was able 
to put his recommendation to the test. Riding one af- 
ternoon from my home to*his house a few miles dis- 
tant i nthe-pine forest, I carred with me an Italian grey- 
hound, the pet of one of my sisters. As I rode along 
the forest pathway, the dog scampered ahead, from 
fifty toa hundred yards. Suddenly it darted aside with 
a yelp, and paused holding up its right front leg. 

Spurring my horse, I came up to the dog in a few 
seconds. Two tiny spots of blood shone on the inner 
side of the leg, about one-third distant between the 
ankle and the shoulder. I saw at a glance it was a snake 
bite.- Looking around I speedily discovered the snake, 
still coiled, ready to repeat its deadly stroke. It was 
a small rattlesnake, locally known as the “ground ratt- 
ler.” 

Having killed the snake, I turned my attention to}

since it was bitten, it was already very sick, so sick in 
fact it could no longer walk without staggering.

Fortunately that was my only opportunity to use 
spirits: of turpentine as an antidote for snake bite, 
but I have frequently used it to heal raw bruises nad 
fresh euts, for which it is an infallible specific; an any 
one who tries can find out. 
Whiskey has been Yrequently used as an antidote 
for snake bites. From the nature of its action, whis- 
key should be the last thing tried.. Any. form of alco- 
hol accelerates - “the circulation of the blood, and, as 
snake bite is a bload poison, it naturally follows that any 
thing accelerating the blood circulation, aids the dif- 
fusion, and consequently the action of the poison. Vic- 
tims of snake bite treated with whiskey have been 
known to recover, byt the probability is that would have 
recovered sooner without the treatment.

The lates history of Western Can- 
ada is the history of the ~ Canadian 
Pacific Railway, the building~ of 
which resulted in the creation of a 
nation west of the Great Lakes, and 
these two great institutions are still 
at work-at their task of nation build- 
ing, and preserving the history® of 
Canada’s past. The Canadian Pac- 
fic has also established an historic 
museum at Lake Windermere, B.C, 
in memory of David Thompson, the 
explorer of the Rockies.

John, it is alleged, not only failed 
to make the payments required on 
his farm, but also cut down valuable 
timber on the farm and sold it, con- 
trary fo regulation, and. then re- 
fused to give up possession. Mr. Jug- 
tice Middieton granted the warrant 
of possession.
